IN GENERAL 
SEALEY VS. TOWN OF SOUTHBORO: 


This suit was brought against the Town in the Superior 
Court in Worcester for $2500. damages to the blacksmith shop on 
account of grading up the road, etc. Since Mr. Sealey'*s death 
I have had conferences with Rice, attorney of record, and with 
Mayor Temple, the Executor of the Estate. At the last check-up on 
the matter, in early March, no suggestion of death had been filed 
in court and from my lasttalk with Temple I feel pretty certain 
that I can settle the matter as soon as I have a chance to go over 
the evidence and legal situation with him, I told him I would go 
up to Marlboro and talk it over with him, shortly. 


PETITION OF JOHN A. HUNT AND GERTRUDE M. HUNT in the Mass. Land 
Court with respect to land in Cordaville on Southville Road. 


According to my memoranda, except perhaps for laying of 
certain pipes, etc. the Town was not interested in thés matter. I 
think it can be wiped off the slate. 


ESTATE OF ADDINGTON M. BRIGHAM, of Marlboro. 


This was probated in Middlesex County and represented in- 
solvent. I didn't discover any claims of the Town outstanding 
against this estate, so I pursued it no further. 


RE, MARLBORO ELECTRIC LIGHT CO. RATES. 


In accordance with the vote of the Town, and later at the 
suggestion of the Selectmen, last year, I got into communication with 
the various Towns using light and power from the Marlboro Electric 
Light Coa, This first step was necessary for it is rather too ex- 
pensive a procedure for one town to tacki@ along. Westboro approved 
going ahead and I suggested an article for their warrant. Marlboro 
also agreed to proceed. I have not heard from the others. 


The next step required making investigations to determine 
whether to file a petition for reduced rates, for it would be an 
unwarranted expense to go ahead without first determining, as far as 
possible, as to how good a case we could make out and as to whether 
the issue would probably be successful or not. I undertook to dis-— 
cover, and got together figures and rates, operation costs, etc. from 
other companies who either 


a - manufactured electricity 
Dies distributed it 
o-¢ — where a town made its own.

Marlboro undertook an investigation from a different angle, which 
I am not at liberty to disclose at present without assurance of secrecy. 
Some of this data we were obliged to have ready for the Town meeting of 
this year. Upon the result of the joint conclusion reached by the towns 
will be based the advice to the respective towns as to the next step in 
the procedure. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR DEPARTMENT: 


CITY OF WORCESTER vs. TOWN OF SOUTHBORO. 


The City of Worcester brought suit in the Central District Court 
of Worcester against Southboro for the sum of $500. on account of an 
alleged obligation of the Overseers of the Poor to the City of Worcester 
arising from aid furnished Catherine Rivard and Henry Rivard, the former 
for cash, clothing fuel, groceries, etc. and the latter for hospital 
care, operating fee, etc. 


I have tried to convince them that the Town of Southboro was not 
liable but we have not yet been able to xm effect any settlement. The 
facts in the situation are too long and complicated to set down except 
in a special report. 


CITY OF CAMBRIDGE VS. TOWN OF SOUTHBORO. 
This claim is in respect to one Esther Gallivan whose legal settle— 


ment, they claim, is in Southbore and who was admitted as a scarlet fever 


patient to the West Department of the Mass. Homeopathic Hospital the 
first of this year. There seems a fair chance of liability in this 
matter on the part of the Town, 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
J. EB. McGRATH VS, TOWN OF SOUTHBORO: 


This claim is for damage to his automobile while travelling over 
Edmands Road on which a stone was projecting so far above the ground 
that it broke the fly-wheel casing of his Chandler Sedan. He had a 
mechanic come out and repair the car so that it could be driven. He 
then drove it to a garage and had a new casing put on and later on 
turned in his car. He is willing to settle for $25., and I thinkhis 
bill ought to be paid, for I think the Town is clearly liable. Ullman 
dug out and removed the stone to prevent further damage. McGrath is a 
good, fair minded citizen but he will probably go ahead with his suit 
if we don't settle, in which case, in my opinion, it will cost the Town 
more than double the amount of his claim. 


RE. ARLINGTON A. WYLDE VS. TOWN OF SOUTHBORO. 


He lives on the Marlboro Road and claimsdamage to his garage, 
garden and cellar due to our road construction. On Jan. 8th, 1926 I 
wrote to John E. Rice, his attorney, setting out our opinion to the 
effect that the Town was not liable in this case. I haven't heard any-— 
thing further on it since and my guess is that they will drop the matter 
without further trouble. 


RE. ELIOT N. JONES OF BOSTON VS. TOWN OF SOUTHBORO. 


This was another automobile damage case on the road leading 
from Marlboro to Nobscot. A stone projects from the bank on the 
southerly side of the highway and although it was more or less ob- 
scured by a growth of grasses and shrubs, I think it could be seen 
by a careful driver who turned out at that spo’ to pass another 
vehicle. I have a photograph of the road, the stone and the sur- 
rounding growth and I think we can escape liability on this claim. 
I have written Messrs. Stone & Jones, attorneys for the plaintiff, 
my opinion in the matter and I rather doubt if they bring suit 
although I have no assurance on this.

Under the head of general matters I should have mentioned the 

New England Tel. & Tel. Co. matter, to say briefly that after the de- 
cision of the Public Utilities Board we had varicus meetings, con- 
ferences, etc. in regard to appealing the matter, and during the early 

part of this year I had conferences with E. Mark Sullivan, Matt Jones, 
President of the New Eng. Tel. & Tel. Co., and correspondence with 
Walter S. Gifford, President of the American Tel. & Tel. Co. in New 
York. The net result of which is that I feel convinced that the New 
England Tel. & Tel. Co. will not be cut down further on an appeal 
from the $1,200,000per annum cut made by the Public Utilities Board 

on the second petition filed by the New Eng. Tel. & Tel. Co. The 
matter is now before the Interstate Gommerce Commission in which re- 
lation and petition I didn*t join because of my opinion as expressed 
above. The plan is to have the various cities and towns contribute 

to the general expense, amounting to some $60,000. but we, and some 
others, have done our share so have no obligation to contribute to the 
general pot. |
